Teen Clinic to remain open

Diane Vidovic of Romulus Ado¬ 
lescent Health Services went before 
city council on February 4 to encour¬ 
age the approval to reprogram Com¬ 
munity Development Block Grant 
funds from ‘Program Income” to the 
heath clinic. 

The health clinic and 19 others like 
it were due to lose their funding in No¬ 
vember and convinced the state to ex¬ 
tend the funds to February. The money 
would be gone at the end of the month 
and the clinic was going to close un¬ 
less funds could be found elsewhere. 

In light of the situation. Mayor 
Alan Lambert made a recommenda¬ 
tion that the city council reprogram the 
CDBG funds to the clinic. The council 
approved the recommendation. 

“We’ve been in Romulus High 
School for about 11 and a half years 
and we’ve seen an average of 1,000 
kids a year, they receive a total of 
about 4,000 services,” said Vidovic. 
The clinic is one of the high school’s 
“points of pride”, according to their 
website. 

“Program Income” had 120, 276 
dollars in additional funds that would 
be lost to Wayne County unless they 
were placed in another program. Pro¬ 
gram Income is money that CDBG 
has received through paid-off loans 
from their housing rehab program. 

Due to new regulations in Wayne 
County, the money that will be given 


to the health clinic is an access of 
funds that would have to be returned 
to the county unless CDBG can use it 
to assist something else within the city. 

“We still have housing, we have 
funds, so we’re not taking money 
away from any other projects,” said 
Maria Lambert, Community Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator. “This is a way for 
us to ±ise the money for a good cause 
and not take away from anything 
else.” 

The funds are below the normal 
amount of money the clinic would re¬ 
ceive from the state but it will enable 
them to remain open for one year until 
further funds can be found 

The CDBG funding still need to be 
approved by Wayne County and the 
department of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. Indications, however, are 
that both bodies will approve the fund¬ 
ing. 

Until now, the clinic had been op¬ 
erating with 170,000 dollars from the 
state and an additional 10,000 dollars 
from the school and Oakwood Hospi¬ 
tal, their health-care provider. The clin¬ 
ic will still receive money from the 
school and the hospital with the new 
funds coming from the city. 

“The Romulus Teen (Health) Cen¬ 
ter provides access to kids and to their 
parents. We’ve been here 11 years and 
there was some controversy at first but 
we’ve done a good job in 11 years. We 
haven’t made any mistakes, parents 
are very happy with us,” said Vidovic.

Romulus City Council, who had 
previously rejected the Budget 
Amendment 01/02-6 Beverly Road 
Construction project, voted on Febru¬ 
ary 11 to fund the project 

On October 11, 2001 Romulus 
sold $3, 300,000 in bonds to finance 
the project, which meant that the 
council must file a budget amendment 
in order for the funds to be applied. 

According to Finance Director 
Debbie Hoffman, the amendment had 
to be passed when the bonds were 
sold. 

The Municipal Finance Act Public 
Act 202 and the Uniform Budgeting 
and Accounting Act requires that the 
proceeds need to be deposited in a 
separate bank account from the gener¬ 
al fund and a separate Construction 
Fund must be established. All pro¬ 
ceeds must go to the project. 

“There is no other option that you 
have, you are required to have a fund 
and have a budget for the fund and the 
only way you can accomplish this is 
to file for the budget amendment,” 
said Hoffman. 

A memo from Hoffman to the city 
council states that if the City does not 
comply with the pertinent State 
statutes, auditors will be required to 
forward a transmittal letter indicating 
their non-compliance with their annu¬ 
al audit. This may adversely affect fu¬ 
ture city bond issues. 

The issue has had difficulty getting 
approval because when it was first 
brought to the table with a different 
city council, the majority of the coun¬ 
cil decided to sell the bonds and later 
file a budget amendment. 

After the city elections the amend¬ 
ment appeared on the agenda and the 
majority voted against it 

“There were several of us on coun¬ 
cil that did not support the Beverly 
Road project and believed that if we 
didn’t support it in the beginning, why 
should we support it in the end?” said 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak on 
February 4. 

Councilman William Wadsworth, 
who rejected the amendment at the 


February 4 meeting, gave its approval 
on February 11. He stated that after he 
discussed the amendment with the fi¬ 
nance department he changed his 
mind. 

“If we don’t do this and approve 
this it will affect our bonding for any 
future project that this mayor may 
happen to want. I was against this pro¬ 
ject on Beverly Road but I was only 
one of three people in a four people 
basket and we have to take care of our 
financial obligations,” said 
Wadsworth. 

The council approved the project 
with only Councilman Charles Miller 
remaining opposed. Councilwoman 
Romak was excused from the meeting 
and did not vote. 

3 minutes, no 
personal attacks 
win approval 

Romulus City Council approved 
revised rules for the public wishing to 
address council. Council reviewed a 
revised draft from the clerk that had 
the changes they were considering at 
the city council meeting February 4. 

With the new rules, item 8 remains 
a separate rule that reads, “Once a mo¬ 
tion is on the floor, discussion from 
the public shall no longer be permitted 
on that agenda item.” 

Council will reinforce the rule, “re¬ 
marks shall be limited to three min¬ 
utes, subject to'being an additional 
three minutes by consent of the chair.” 
This is under item number four. 

An additional rule has been added 
to item four that states, ‘There shall be 
no personal attacks.” This was decid¬ 
ed after it was suggested by the city 
attorney. 

The rest of the rules will remain 
unchanged. Individuals wishing to ad¬ 
dress city council must still fill out a 
“request to address” card. 

Council approved the changes to 
the rules with all in favor. Council- 
woman Debbie Romak, who was 
excused from the meeting, did not 
vote.

Sn storm’s wake 

City urges residents to help in clean-up

For some residents of Inkster and 
the neighboring area, the first win¬ 
ter storm of the season that hit 
southeastern Michigan on Feb. 6 
may be a just memory, but for the 
workers at the Inkster Department 
of Public Services, which is charged 
with the clean-up, the debris left by 
the storm remains a reality. 

The DPS crews continue to clean 
up nature’s mess, largely left by the 
high winds that accompanied the 
sleet and the snow. 

“There are branches that still 


need to be picked up and are pre¬ 
cariously lying on streets,” said 
Inkster Councilwoman Naomi 
Jones. “Isn’t there anything we can 
do to pick up the debris?” 

Inkster City Manager Robert 
Gordon informed council that the 
DPS crews are concentrating on the 
clean-up, but there is still a lot more 
work to be done. 

“All of our trucks are concentrat¬ 
ing on collecting and disposing of 
the branches and bushes left by the 
storm,” Gordon said. “But we need 
to inform our residents that they, 
too, can help out. We need them to 
cut up the branches and place them 


in neat piles between the sidewalk 
and the curb so that they can be 
picked up.” 

Gordon stressed that “all of the 
neighboring cities are in the same 
situation. I don’t think anyone was 
spared by this storm.” 

Councilman Marcus Hendricks 
asked whether the DPS had a 
schedule put together that would 
indicate when the trucks would be 
in the neighborhoods. “Is there any¬ 
thing that the citizens can do to 
help out?” 

Gordon replied that a plan was in 
place, and that the DPS also was 
working more hours to ensure time¬ 


ly pickups. 

“We just have to get the news out 
to our residents that we will be pick¬ 
ing up the debris, and that they 
should place the branches where 
they can be picked up,” the city 
manager added. 

Mayor Pro Tern Wanda Harris- 
Foster, who chaired the Wednesday 
night council study session in the 
absence of Mayor Hilliard Hampton, 
Jr., said that if residents did have 
questions that they should contact 
the DPS offices.

New concealed weapons law triggers concerns 


A handful of Wayne residents had 
pertinent questions about the new¬ 
ly-enacted concealed weapons li¬ 
censing procedures, and they raised 
their concerns at the Feb. 5 meeting 
of the Wayne City CounciL 

Tuesday night, Wayne Police 
Chief Mike Sumeracki provided the 
concerned citizens with answers. 

First and foremost, Sumeracki 
stressed, that those who apply for 
concealed weapons, or have 
weapons, should know how to use 
and handle them safely. 

The Wayne police chief also not¬ 
ed that there are legal restrictions 
on where a concealed weapon may 
be prohibited. 


“Just because you have a con¬ 
cealed weapon’s license doesn’t give 
you the right to violate the laws per¬ 
taining to them,” Sumeracki said.. 
The Wayne police chief provided the 
audience with a list of restricted and 
prohibited areas for concealed 
weapons: 

“Weapons are not permitted in 
any courtroom, office, or space used 
for official court business or by judi¬ 
cial employees unless the chief judge 
or other person designated by the 
chief judge has given prior approval 
consistent with the court’s written 
policy.” 

The Wayne police chief also 
pointed out that concealed weapons 


are prohibited in the following 
places: 

* School or school property, but 
may be carried in a vehicle on to 
school property while dropping off 
or picking up a person or material, if 
the person is a parent or legal 
guardian; 

* Public or private day care cen¬ 
ter, public or private child-caring 
agency, or public or private child 
placing agency, 

* Sports arena or stadium; 

* Dining room, lounge, or bar 
area of a premise licensed under the 
Liquor Control Code; but, does not 
apply to owner or employee; 

* Any property or facility owned

I can’t think of a worse disaster than having 
your home bum to the ground That’s what 
happened to the Greg and Julie Raymond 
family in Belleville. The Quirk Road home 
that they and their three children had moved in 
to five years ago was left totally uninhabitable 
after a ferocious fire ripped through the house 
a couple of weeks ago. 

Thank God no one was injured Only Greg 
was home at the time of the fire and he man¬ 
aged to escape the blaze unharmed. Their 
three children were staying with friends be¬ 
cause the Raymond’s had been without power 
for several days due to the winter storm that 
knocked down power lines. 

The Raymonds have endured a string of 
bad luck that didn’t stop with the fire. Last 
January, “Max”, the beloved family dog, was 
run over and killed by a drunk driver. Their 
kids distraught by the news, had their spirits 
lifted when mom and dad went out and 
bought another dog.

At the same 
time a couple of insurance adjustors were pre¬ 
sent Greg graciously accepted the donation, 
then set it down on a table, fifteen minutes lat¬ 
er when he went to pick it up, it was gone. 

For every bad deed, however, the Ray¬ 
monds have been recipients of good deeds. 
For instance, Julie remembers a total stranger 
walking up to her in Wal-Mart, and handing 
her what she thought was a $10 bill. Later, 
when she took a closer look, it was a $ 100 bill. 

And then there are the good people at Walt 
Michal’s RV. They donated a camper in which 
the family of five can live in, on their property, 
until their house is reconstructed. Estimates in¬ 
sist it will take four months for the reconstruc¬ 
tion.

Pols fear recall elections 


Evidently state legislators don’t 
like recall elections or at least four of 
them don’t. Last week a bill was in¬ 
troduced in the state House of Rep¬ 
resentatives by four Republicans 
that would make it virtually impos¬ 
sible to mount recall elections 
against incumbent officials who 
won in the most recent general elec¬ 
tion. 

Representatives LaSata, Julian, 
Van Woerkom, and Ehardt dropped 
a bill in the hopper (HB 5185) that 
would require a recall against an of¬ 
ficial to obtain more votes for recall 
than the official received in his last 
election victory. 

At first blush that sounds almost 
reasonable until you consider that 
in most special elections (of which 
recalls are one) the voter turnout is 
less than one third of that in general 
elections. It is likely, even if every 
one who voted in the recall favored 
it; the total vote would still be less 
than the official’s winning total in 
the general election. This fact cer¬ 
tainly must have crossed the minds 
of the four legislators who may have 
something to fear from the voters if 
they didn’t before. 

A lot of people vote for their par¬ 
ty’s candidate in general elections 



without knowing too much about 
the candidate. This is true for both 
Republicans and Democrats. If this 
bill were to be adopted, the follow¬ 
ing situation could occur. A person 
who voted for the official in the gen¬ 
eral election, but changed his mind 
on the basis of new information, 
would have his vote for recall can¬ 
celed by his own earlier vote in the 
general election. It’s not certain this 
is an unintended effect of the bill. 

The bill would also limit the rea¬ 
sons for a recall election. It states, 
“Each reason for the recall shall be 
limited to issues that cannot be 
overturned by board action or if no 
other political recourse is available.” 
If you’re not sure what that means, 
you are not alone. It would leave it 
up to a county board to decide if the 
reason is valid. Current law only re¬ 
quires that the reason be stated so 


as to be clearly understood. County 
boards, at times, even play games 
with that requirement. 

For instance, if certain city coun¬ 
cil members voted to raise utility 
rates, and that was a reason given 
for the recall, the county board 
could say that’s not valid because 
the council could overturn it. The 
operative word here is “could.” The 
fact that the council refuses to over¬ 
turn the rate increase would be ir¬ 
relevant. 

Elected officials at all levels in 
the state will no doubt back these 
restrictions on recall elections. 
Some are already on the record as 
claiming the threat of recall nega¬ 
tively affects their performance. 
Translated, that means they are 
afraid the voters would not approve 
of what they are doing or want to 
do. 

If this bill is to be stopped, it will 
take the voices of ordinary citizens 
flooding Lansing with telephone 
calls, letters and E-mails. Recall 
elections are an important part of 
the checks and balances built into 
the state constitution. Hov/ever, the 
legislature has the power to gut it if 
they are allowed. 



Long live Central’s traiitlons 


Rule of the thumb when picking a 
school for your children: campuses 
with great traditions — hallowed 
halls and ivy walls — mark great 
places of learning. 

Think Harvard, Princeton, or the 
University of Michigan. 

Think Cranbrook or Eton, as in 
the Duke of Wellington’s tribute: 
“The battle of Waterloo was won on 
the fields of Eton.” 

Gothic traditions prompted 
Chelsea Clinton to follow her father’s 
footsteps to Oxford. 

Skull and Bones rituals moved 
George Bush to follow his father to 
Yale. 

Sacred traditions inspired Martin 
Luther King Jr. to follow his father to 
divinity school. 

The pattern appears true for the 
ages: universities and prep schools 
are as great as their traditions. 

The pattern probably holds be¬ 
cause long traditions and advanced 
learning are characteristic o£ healthy 
nations and civilizations, because 
preserving a civilization’s knowledge 
is part and parcel of preserving the 
rest of a civilization’s heritage, and 
because traditions help bond differ¬ 
ent generations to their shared 
knowledge and heritage. 


Great schools acknowledge this 
by giving a helping hand to children 
of alumni Alumni acknowledge this 
by generously contributing big bucks 
to their alma mater and tailgating to 
its football games. 

If your school had a tradition, 
then you’re probably a Spartan or a 
Wolverine for life. And your life is rich¬ 
er for it. 

Which brings me to endangered 
Central Middle School (formerly Ply¬ 
mouth High School and the Semi¬ 
nary), the Plymouth-Canton distric¬ 
t’s most tradition-laden school. The 
district’s only school with memories 
for grandparents and grandchildren 
to share and compare. 

Because Superintendent Kath¬ 
leen Booher proposes to “re-pur¬ 
pose” Central into who knows what, 
the district will no longer have a di¬ 
rect link to its 19th century heritage. 

Not only will four and five genera¬ 
tion Central families not live to see a 
sixth, but those sixth generation will 
go out into our increasingly rootless 
society with one less root. Central 
families’ descendants will have no 
memories of the schools’ lunchroom 
cliques or principals’ quirks to share 
or to bind their characters to the 140- 
year community narrative. 



Next Tuesday, students, parents, 
former Central students, and citizens 
wishing to prevent the district from 
deliberately acquiring amnesia or lo- 
botomize its communal mind have 
an opportunity to dissuade Booher 
from destroying their heritage. 

Perhaps the school board can be 
convinced to allow the middle school 
and its traditions to thrive for anoth¬ 
er centuiy. 

Or if the middle school cant be 
saved from a “re-purposing” worse 
than communal death, perhaps the 
district can donate the school to 
Country Day or another outstanding 
private school to setup shop in Cen¬ 
tral without renovating the building. 

At the meeting, students, par¬ 
ents, former Central students, and 
caring citizens can ask Booher why 
she hatched this plan without con¬ 
sulting the public. More importantly, 
they can ask school board why they 
let her.

In all honestly, I understand the 
callousness in some individuals. I say 
that with no disrespect in mind; how¬ 
ever, I would like to explain my 
thoughts. 

I have heard many remarks both 
pro and con for why the trip should or 
should not be escorted. I believe both 
sides have valued opinions. But from 
my perspective, I will say this. For 
some adults, each morning is a strug¬ 
gle to get out of bed. The fact that 
they still have the ability to walk and 
to drive to the center is more of a 
blessing than you might realize. 

I dorit have one assigned job. I am 
not self appointed in anything; howev¬ 
er if at the end of my day I find that I 
have been a very good listener; a great 
hug-givei; and a good friend. If my sole 
function at work is to save someone’s 
life today, then I have set forth and ac¬ 
complished my goal. 

You see many older adults in the 
center have cancer; panic attacks, suf¬ 
fer from loneliness, arthritis, diabetes, 
and other disabling diseases. 
The Friendship Center offers many 
programs and services to help meet 
the needs and concerns of older 
adults. Fbr someone to say to any old¬ 
er adult: Can’t you walk yourself 
through an airport? Can’t you func¬ 
tion on your own? Do you have to be 
lead around like a baby? Oi; why are 


you taking that trip? What about my 
inheritance? 

Well, to those and others I say this, 
“There are people who are suffering 
from the terrible emptiness of losing a 
loved one, have had traumatic events 
occur, have recently gone through a 
divorce or separation, have been long 
term caregivers, lost their health, un¬ 
dergone m^jor surgery, have discov¬ 
ered a terminal illness and have 
thoughts of suicide. 

It gives us great satisfaction and a 
wonderful feeling of accomplishment 
when an older adult feels they can 
confide in us, that together we have 
built a strong bond and trusting rela¬ 
tionship between us, and that they 
feel they have a new dawn, a new rea¬ 
son to begin the day and a goal to 
work toward. 

If we can encourage an older adult 
to venture out, take a trip, help or en¬ 
courage them to do something that 
they wouldn’t ordinarily do on their 
own, then we have succeeded in im¬ 
proving their quality of life, which is 
ourm^jor goal. 

Fbr those of you that can still trav¬ 
el alone, who dorit need assistance, 
wonderful! But your day may come. 

Tb look at anyone, you see a whole, 
normal person. But I guarantee you 
under that normal exterior are prob¬ 
lems, hurts, and situations that you 
know nothing about. 

There are a variety of reasons why 
seniors or older adults feel that they 
want to go on a trip escorted by a staff 
member. Those reasons may be high¬ 
ly personal, possibly stemming from 
one of the situations listed previously. 
If you are independent enough to 
travel alone, then this doesn't really 
even concern you. You’ll travel any¬ 
way. But for your insistence that 
someone not have an escort severely 
limits their choices. 

We are in the business of opening 
up opportunities not stifling opportu¬ 
nities.

School funding restored

In a move that surprised area 
school district administrators, last 
Wednesday Gov. John Engler an¬ 
nounced a $200 increase in per-pupil 
funding for the next school year 

However; many school administra¬ 
tors say that this money had previous¬ 
ly been awarded as part of a three-year 
school aid package, and that Engler is 
simply restoring what he was going to 
takeaway. 

Sharp cuts were expected in many 
districts across Michigan when Engler 
earlier said he would not increase fund¬ 
ing because of an expected $1-billion 
state revenue shortfall. 

Now with $489 million expected in 
July after school property taxes collec¬ 
tions moved from winter to summei; 
the money will be there for the districts 
a year earlier However; Westland had 
previously adopted a summer tax col¬ 
lection, so Westland homeowners will 
not be affected. 

A total of $132 million in funding wfll 
be given to 88 districts across the state 
of Michigan. Saying that schools are a 
priority, Engler said he will avoid fur¬ 
ther cuts. 

Plymouth-Canton will get back 
over $3 million, which wfll help the dis¬ 
trict open a new high school next year 

“Obviously, we are very pleased to 
see that the Governor has decided to 
honor the commitment to the districts 
through the State Aid Act,” Plymouth- 
Canton Finance Director Patricia 
Brand said “It wfll make life much eas¬ 
ier in dealing with our 2002-2003 school 


year Anticipated cuts wfll not have to 
be made.” 

In Wayne-Westland, Superinten¬ 
dent Greg Baracy said, ‘1 am very 
pleased that the Governor and the 
State Legislature are going to honor 
their promises to provide third-year 
funding for the school aid bill” 

Had most of the money not been 
restored, Baracy had expected to pro¬ 
pose smaller cuts than some other dis¬ 
tricts because, he said, the district’s 
budget has already been cut for the 
last seven years. 

“We had to trim $10 million from 
our budget due to FToposal A,” he 
said. 

Proposal A cost Wayne-Westland 
almost 10 mils, more than any other 
school in the state of Michigan, he said. 

But not all of the state funding 
money was restored, Baracy said. Dis¬ 
tricts lost money for the ASAF-LAR a 
remedial reading program that Baracy 
vows to keep, finding the money else¬ 
where. 

‘It is essential that our children 
know how to read by the third grade,” 
he said. “If they do not, they cannot 
pass tests, leam math, history or other 
subjects.” 

Karl Gorham, president of the Van 
Buren school board said: “We are cer¬ 
tainly pleased the foundation win allow 
us to keep programs that win benefit 
our kids. We would have been faced 
with doing something. It would have 
changed our five year plan, now we can 
go forward. Van Buren still falls far 
short in comparison to other districts 
with state aid.”
